Zero tolerances causes 
increased suspensions 


by Nancy Powers 


The number of school suspen- 
sions continues to increase 
Hastings County as teacher: 
principals support zcro tolerance 
for unacceptable behaviour. 

Suspensions, at both the cl- 
ementary and secondary levels 
for 1993-94 totalled 1,725 com- 
pared to 1,538 the pervious year. 
Days suspended reached 4773 last 
year and 3,643 in 1992-93. 

The total number of students. 
suspended, (1,039 -- °93-94) (944 
92-93), and the total number of 
days suspended have increased. 
The percentage of the student 
population that was suspended has 
increased slightly. 

Looking specifically at last 
year, figures show 757 suspen- 
sions at the elementary Ievel and 
968 at the secondary level. There 
were 423 clementary students 
suspended for a total of 1,999 
days, At the secondary level 616 
students were suspended for 2,774 
days. . 
Broken down even further it 
has been determined that more 
boys are suspended than girls and 
the ages at which suspensions 
occur most frequently are in the 


11-17 year old range. 
s also worth noting that stu- 
dents as young as six years are 
being suspended for serious 
offenses such as physical or ver- 
bal aggression. Fourteen suspen- 
ions tosix-ycar-olds were handed 

jast year. oo 
According to school board re- 
ports “itis important to remember 
that the need for suspension as an 


alternative approach to discipline 
students sul reflects a small ele- 
ment of the student population 
and other optigns continue to be 
used as much as possible before 
suspension occurs.” 

For most students who have 
behaviour problems a range of 
strategies are used prior to con- 
sideration of suspension includ-

Fire Prevention Week: Test 
Your Detection For Life 


This year’s Fire Prevention 
Week (Oct. 9-15) theme is “Test 
Your Detector For Life” and the 
message couldn’ the more umely. 
During the past year, Ontario has 
witnessed two particularly tragic 
house fires that resulted im mulu- 
ple fatalities. In Renfrew. five 
children died as a result of a cook- 
ing accident, and in Toronto two 
children and three adults perished 
in their sleep, Neither home was 
protected by working smoke 
alarms. 

Through public education cam- 
paigns, legislation and programs 
such ‘An Alarming Initiative” 


the fire service has been reason- 
ably successtul in promoting the 
installation of smoke alarms in 
the home;But ay the Renfrew and 
Toronto incidents demonstrate 
smoke alarms are worthless if 
theyre notin working order 
Why is it the same people who 
conscientiously buckle up for 
safety and don’t drink and drive. 
will cheerfully remove the bat- 
tery from their smoke alarm to 
install in their VCR remote con 
trol? Most likely they have: not 
stopped to consider the conse- 
quences of their actions. ‘That is 
the purpose of public education to 


point oul cause and effect ina 
manner that wall make people 
think. “Yes, this could happen to 
me. 

Perhaps we should think of 
smoke alarms as seat belts forthe 
home. If. despite observing fire 
satety rules and practices. the 
unthinkable happens and a fire 
occurs, a working smoke alarmy 
will greatly merease the chances 
for survival. Most people would 
not entrust their children to a bro: 
ken or faulty seat belt. They must 
be encouraged to apply the same 
Principles at home and test their 
detector for ile.

Starting with the clothes 
washer, fill it with warm or hot 


without clothes - through a a 
complete cycle. Then, disconne: 
the washer from the electric: ip- 
ply - that’s important! - locate the 
drain hose (consult installation 
guide) and remove all excess wa- 
ter, \ 

Give the dishwasher a similar 
treatment. Selec! short wash 
cycle, use one of the following 
methods: Fill both sides of the 
detergent cup with automatic dish 
washer detergent or baking soda; 
or add one cup of bleach to the 
bottom of the tub after water has 
filled in; or run the dishwasher for 
a complete cycle, then carefully 
clean the door gasket with baking 
soda and water. Next, turn off the 
water supply and set the dish- 
washer to drain, following manu- 
facturer’s instructions. Run the 


drain portion of the cycle twice to 
remove all water. Shut off the 
power, disconnect from the elec- 
trical supply and prop open the 
door. 

Before closing down the re- 
frigerator, remove all food. Start 
by turning off the ice maker/dis- 
penser by raising the wire arm. 
Turn off the water supply line to 
the water valve, place a pitcher 
under the dispenser, and drain the 
holding tank and plastic tubing 
Next, disconnect the refrigera'or 
fromits electrical outlet and clean 
thoroughly, including the drain 
pan behind the toe plate. Use a 
milddetergent ortwotablespoons 
of baking soda per quart of warm 
water. Let glass shelves warm to 
room temperature before clean- 
ing. Dry the interior and prop the 
doors open to prevent odors. 

After a long storage period, 
expose water-using appliances to 
above-freezing temperatures be- 
fore using. This guarantees that 
any residual water in internal parts 
is thawed. 

Come springtime, if you have 
any problems starting up your ap- 
pliances, make sure they are 
plugged in before calling a repair- 
man. It’s estimated that between 
10 percent to 15 percent of all 
service calls could be avoided if 
people would follow a simple 
checklist.

Farming Update 


Alfalfa 
battles 
elements 


to survive 
By D. F. Young. 


Alfalta.often called the “queen 

of forages”. is baste to most for- 

ums found on Ontario 

Alfalfa ts @ true perennial 

plant.and has been known to live 

for several years or more.although 

most alfalfa stands thin out. badly 

by the third or fourth production 
year. 

A number of factors are in- 
volved in causing alfalfa to die 
out. These include vaneties which 
differ in winter hardiness--those 
Fesistant to bacteria wilt and 
fusarium wilt will survive longer 
Soil drainage 1s also important 

No alfalfa variety will survive 
under wet soil conditions. Alfalti 
forage stands have to have whigh 
level of fertility, particularly po- 
tasstum, A low potassium level in 
ihe soil is one of the major factors 
leading to loss of alfa 

Forage stands should be soil 
sampled regularly and the recom- 
mended fertilizer applied cach 
year before the September rest 
Period to prevent plant losses. In 
mixed alfalfa grass stands, alfalfa 
can be forced out of the stand by 
the application of nitrogen ferti- 
lizer. 

Nitrogen stimulates grass 
growth in the mixture while pro- 
viding no adVantage tothe alfalfa. 
Soil pH can also affect an alfalfa 
stand--alfalfa survives best when 
the pH is above six. If lower than 
six, liming is recommended. 

Timing of harvest is another 
critical element in the survival of 
alfalfa. Alfalfa plants store food 
in the form of sugars and starches 
in their roots to help them survive 
through the cold winter period 
and provide energy for the carly 
spring growth. This stored food 
supply ts used in early spring and 
after cach cutting to allow rapid 
growth until the Ieaves have de- 
veloped sufficiently to manufac- 
ture their own food supply 

This means that the stored food 
level in the roots drop during the 
first two to three weeks of growth 
or until the new growth is about 
10 inches in height. At this point. 
surplus food produced in the 
leaves starts to move to the roots 
and crown where it is stored. 

It generally takes two to three 
weeks or more to store sufficient 
energy to bring root reserves back 
tomaximumor about full bloom. 
This really means, that, for maxi- 
mhum root reserves or persistence, 
alfalfa should reach full bloom 
before cach harvest. Farmers who 
take three or more cuts. often cut- 
ting the alfalfa 3t the pre-bud stage, 
get the maximum quality and di- 
gesubility. 

This practice tends to reduce 
stored food levels. Scientists have 
determined that the critical fall 
period or rest period for this part 
of Ontario starts around Sept. 1. 
leaving about 450 growing de- 
gree days in the autumn for the 
plant to develop its root reserves. 

Normally crop experts would 
not recommend cutting alfalfa 
much after Sept. | unless growers 
wait until after the fall freezing 
date when growth ceases. Cutting 
at this date often brings some har- 

ing und storage problems. Itis

Making it difficult for thieves 
toenter your home is an effective 
way to protect your possessions.

Strong, reliable doorlocks and 
quality deadbolts are essential to 
any home security program.

In 
winter, a properly ventilated and 
insulated attic maintains a cold 
roof deck, reducing ice buildup 
on the roof.

Carpenter Offers Suggestions on What to 
Carry in Your Toolbox

n ask Ted

in their toolbox to handle most 
jobs around the house. 

Floyd suggests selecting tools 
that are versaule enough to tackle 
more than one task. “A good ex- 
ample is asetof pliers with adjust- 
able, locking jaws that can tum 
vire orremove 
y ie idea is to 
carry as few tools around as pos- 
sible while covering as many tasks 
as you can.” 


recommends is a claw hammer. 
He said the typical claw hammer 
works well in most situations for 
poundi nails, But 
for Floy n't versa- 
tile enough. “I ran into a lot of 
situations where the average ham- 
mer wouldn'twork, Its round head 
made it difficult to pound close to 
comers, and I found I couldn't get 
enough leverage with my claw 
hammer’s short handle. It made a 
lot of jobs tougher than they had 
to be.” 

Floyd's solution was toreinvent 
the wheel, or hammer in this case. 
His new addition to the toolbox 
was the TED Hammer, the first 
hammer to win patents in the 
United States in 120 years. The 
hammer has a special triangle- 
shaped head for pounding close to 
walls, ceilings andcomers. It also. 
has a longer handle for increased 
leverage and a magnetic notch in 
the top to hold nails to start them. 

. Other tools Floyd recommends 
for do-it-yourself toolboxes. in- 
clude: 


+ VISE-GRIPr locking pli- 
n the workshop, these are 
f i small nuts, 
clamping small objects or any 
“some assembly required” project 
you're likely toencounter. Around 
the house, the VISE-GRIP plier 
canbe used as a temporary handle 
for pots and pans ortuband shower 
fau among others. 

*Acordl rilVscrewdriver. 
“Why carry a set of 10 screwdriv- 
ers around when you can carry a 
cordless, power screwdriver or 
drill witha set of bits that conven- 
tently fits in your toolbox?” Floyd 
asks. 

* Drill bit set. Dom’ scrimpon 
quality here. The bes} bits will 
drill faster and stay sHarp longer 
for safer operation. Choose a set 
of bits that drills through most 
household building matenals like 
wood, metal and plastic. 


» Anadjustable wrench. This 
versatile tool adjusts to fit most 
nuts and bolts. 

A hex key set. “Hex bolts are 
popular fasteners,” Floyd says. 
“It pays:to keep a set handy in 
your toolbox that several hex 
drivers attache 

* Tape measure. The old car- 
penters” rule is “Measure twice, 
cut once.” Floyd sug: 
ing a 25-foot tape measure for 
small jobs and a 50- or 100-foot 
measure for big jobs. 

* Utility knife. A tough, sharp- 
bladed utility knife can be used to 
cut drywall, score cement board 
and make dozens of different cuts. 
“Utility knife blades are extremely 
dangerous,” Floyd cautions. “Al- 
ways retract the blade when you 
store the knife in your toolbox.” 
Be sure there are extra blades 
inside the knife, too - as with other 
cutting tools, sharper is safer.

By Getting Organized 


Starting with Fibber McGee 
during the golden age of radio, 
right up through Fred Flintstone, 
anavalanche of junk falling outof 
the closct has been worth laughs.

So itisn’t surprising thata 
tional Association of Home Buil 
ers survey reports thal inadequate 
closets is the No. | complaint of 
new homeowners, As a result, 
‘one of the most popular products 
for both new and existing homes 
is the closet organizer - nearly 
half ofall new homes have at least 
one closet with an organizer. 

A typical 6-foot closet pro- 
vides 6 square feet of shelving 
and 6 linear feet of hanging tod. 
But installing a closet organizer 
provides up to 15 square feet of 
shelving and an extra foot ofhang- 
ing space. 

Essentially, any closet organ- 
izer is a system of shelves and 
rods designed to use space that is 
wasted ina traditional closet. They 
allow better ventilation and even 
small children can see what is on 


overhead shelves. 

Most closet organizers have 
two levels for hanging clothes, 
doubling the number of items that 
can be hung. Normally, sweaters 
and other bulky items quickly fill 
drawers, but with a closet organ- 
izer, they can be stacked on tiers 
of open shelving. 

To determine what kind of or- 
ganizer is right for you, look in 
your bedroom closet. Most men, 
forinstance, don'tneed more than 
40 inches of hanging space. A 
woman’s closet may contain some 
full-length or three-quarter-length 
dresses, but most of her outfits are 
skirts, blouses, jackets, slacks and 
other separates. Measure how 
much hanging space you need, 


then shop for a system that fits.

The debt clock tick 


Every Ontario family now 
owes just under $52,000. 


The Ontario Taxpayers Federation unveiled its Ontario Debt 
Clock in front of the provincial legislature Friday, Oct. 21st. 

The digital clock, which stands eight feet high by 12 feet long. 
displays the province's $136 billion total debt growing by the second, 
together with the amount owed by an average family of four. 

The debt, which is growing at a rate of $27.9 million a day, means 
that every Ontario family currently carries a provincial debt load of 
just under $52,000. 3 
~~ The total debt calculation is based on borrowing for provincial 
purposes, other liabilities, a s to Ontario Hydro, contingent 
liabilities representing obligations guaranteed by the province (mainly 
Ontario Hydro), and the accumulated unfunded liabilities of the 
Workers Compensation Board. A 

The news conference launched a province-wide tour of the clock. 
which will continue throughout the winter. The tour is intended to 


heighten the public’s awareness of the need for fiscal discipline in 


government spending. z < 

Throughout the tour the Federation will promote its call for the 
adoption of the Taxpayers Protection Act of Ontario. The Act would 
limit the authority of provincial politicians to tax, borrow and spend 
and would impose financial penalties on the Premier and his/her 
cabinet for non-compliance.

Ontario Provincial Police urge 
safe transportation and storage of 
firearms during hunting season. 

With the start of hunting for 
game in several parts of Ontario, 
the OPP remind hunters of federal 
requirements to_keep rifles and 
shotguns unloaded except when 
in actual use. 

While a firearm is being trans- 
ported, it must be unloaded and if 
the vehicle is left unattended, the 
firearm must be locked in the trunk 
or kept out of view in the locked 
portion of the vehicle. It is illegal 
toleavea firearm unattended with 
an all terrain vehicle or 
snowmobile. 

When a rifle or shotgun is on 
display at home or at a hunting 
camp, the firearms must be locked 
and ammunition must notbe read- 
ily accessible. 

Violations of these regulations 
constitute a criminal offence and 
aconviction related to unsafe fire- 
arm practices could result in im- 
prisonment for up to two years.

Heat-Producing Engines Need Cold- 
Weather Protection 


In addition to the hazards of 
winter driving, perhaps there is 
no greater inconvenience than a 
broken heater. 

Most passenger compartment 
heaters use the coolant to warm 
the incoming fresh air. Inaddition 
toproviding driver and passenger 
comfort, the warm air prevents 
fogging and icing of the 
windshield. 

The personal distress of cold 
fingers and toes can be avoided 
by car owners who understand 
the cooling system and properly 
maintain its components. 

Here’s how the system works. 


The Heating System 


Hot coolant is piped from the 
engine into the heater core, which 
is located under the dash in most 
cars. The coolant passes through 
the finned tubes of the core and 
releases its heat. A small electric 
fan forces air past the finned tubes 
and directs the warmed air into 
the passenger compartment. The 
coolantis then piped back intothe 
cooling system via the water 
pump. 

Troubleshooting should begin 
with the coolant level. Coolant 
should be visible in the plastic 
coolant recovery tank next to the 
engine. A low level will reduce or 
cancel the flow of coolant to the 
heater, thereby reducing or pre- 
venting any heat output. A mix- 
ture of 50 percent each of water 
and antifreeze is recommended. 


Heat Control 


The thermostat acts as a heat- 
sensitive valve that regulates the 
flow of coolant to the radiator.

UNDERSTANDING your car's cooling system and properly 
maintaining its components will aid you in troubleshooting the 
problems of a malfunctioning heating system.

Ifthe thermostat is functioning 
properly, you should be able to 
feel the surge of warm coolant 
passing through the upper radia- 
tor hose. It is a good practice. to 
replace a thermostat that is in 
doubt. 


Conveying The Heat 


Flexible hoses convey the cool- 
ant between the radiator and the 
engine. A small leak not only 
wastes valuable coolant, but also 
reduces pressure in the entire sys- 
tem. 

Two other important hoses are 
connected to the inlet and outlet 
tubes of the heater. These, too, 
should be checked for swelling 
and cracks, as well as abrasion to 
the hose cover. Kinked hoses will 
obviously restrict the flow of c¢

Check the heater hoses to make 
sure the hot coolant is flowing 
through the heater core. The sup- 
ply line to the heater should be 
hot; the return hose should be 
warm. If the hoses are cool, circu- 
lation is not adequate due to a 
clogged heater core or possible 
ice blockage in the core unit. 

The outward appearance of 
coolant hoses may give a false 
indication of service life, warns 
Gates. Hoses most often fail from 
the inside due to cracks that forny 
in the hose tube. Accelerated by 
high heat and flexing. hoses can 
develop pinhole Jeaks or rupture 
under normal pressure.

Capital gains a complex 
and confusing issue

The theme during a Capital 
Gains seminar was “use it or lose 
it”. 

The seminar was held last 
Wednes night at the Two 
Loons Restaurant and sponsored 
by real estate sales representative 
Bob Bancroft. 

The seminar included a panel 
of appraisers, and an accountant. 

Accountant Keith Shantz of 
Welch and Co. stressed to the 
audience and c: apie gains is a 
complex and confusing issue and 
acquiring the services of a law- 
yer, accountant and appraiser to 
make the process a lot simpler. 

Shantz said difficult to 
deal with the ¢ gains issue 
because the legislation that deals 
with it is still draft form. 

The capital gains issue is im- 
portant for people to consider 
because this is the last time people 
can elect touse the $100,000 capi- 
tal gains exemption on their tax 
return. 

The types of assets that can 
applied for the $100,000 capital 
exemption include: the sale of 
shares, mutual funds, listed per- 
sonal property, capital property, 
eligible capital property, real es- 
tate (rental, cottages, second resi- 
dences, vacant land; U:S. or other 
foreign property). art and coin 
collection, goodwill ofa business, 
limited partnerships, tax shelters. 
The $500,000 deduction still ex- 
ists butis only available for quali- 
fied shares of a small business 
corporation and qualified farm 
Property,
